Following the plan adopted in the 1925 edition the 
present volume not only gives the current Income Tax 
law but also sets out the legislation appropriate to each of 
the past six years for which additional assessments can be 
made. Briefly the arrangement is as follows :— 

(1) Entirely obsolete matter is excluded. 

(72) Textual amendments (including additions) are in- 

corporated in the original Section or Rule. 

(12) Where the effect of a Section or Rule has been 
modified by later enactment without specific amend- 
ment of the original words the nature of the change 
is indicated in a footnote. 

(1v) Footnotes are provided linking up the cognate 
provisions in the various Acts. 

(v) A copious index is provided and the volume is 
divided into appropriate sections by means of a 
thumb index. 

(vi) Cross references to former enactments consolidated 
in the Act of 1918 are shown in the margin of 
that Act which, with Tables of cross references, 
constitute a guide to the original sources of the 
present law. 


The volume contains Tables showing rates of Income 
Tax from the year 1894-95 and the rates of Sur-tax (or 
Super-tax) from the year 1909-10, and all Statutory Rules 
and Orders in force in regard to Income Tax and Sur-tax 
(or Super-tax).

Since 1925, when the first edition was published, there 
has been issued each year a supplement by means of 
which the volume has been kept complete and up-to-date.

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Distribution of Our Overseas Trade (Page 690) 


The proportion of imports from British countries 
in March quarter showed a decided increase over 
the corresponding periods of last year and 1924. 
British countries took a slightly larger proportion 
of United Kingdom exports than last year and a 
considerably greater share than in 1924. The pro- 
portion of re-export trade to British countries was 
appreciably less than in March quarter, 1931, but 
markedly greater than in the same period of 1924. 


Our Overseas Trade in April (Page 692) 


Following the publication last week of preliminary 
figures, a detailed review is given of the overseas 
trade of the United Kingdom during April. The 
feature was, of course, the reduction of the adverse 
balance on merchandise account.

DISTRIBUTION OF OUR OVERSEAS 
TRADE 


FIRST QUARTER OF 1932 


The April issue of the ‘* Accounts relating to Trade 
and Navigation of the United Kingdom ” containg 
tables showing the value of our external trade with 
individual countries during the first quarter of 1932 
which enable us to publish our customary quarterly 
survey of the geographical distribution of the trade 
between the United Kingdom and other countries. 

In the survey of the distribution of our overseas 
trade in the year 1931 which appeared in the issue of 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of February 18 last it was stated that, 
for the reasons there explained, the practice hitherto 
followed in these articles of comparing the distribution 
of our external trade in the current year with that in the 
previous year and in the year 1913, respectively, would 
in future be modified by the substitution of the year 
1924 for the year 1918. In this article, accordingly, a 
comparison is made of the distribution of the trade 
in the first quarter of 1932 with that in the first quarters 
of 1924 and 1931.

The proportion of our imports consigned from British 
countries in the first quarter of this year (34°48 per 
cent.) showed a marked increase over the corresponding 
periods both of last year (30-13 per cent.), and of 1924 
(30°69 per cent). While the increase last quarter was 
in part due to the restriction of the imports of certain 
manufactured goods from foreign countries resulting 
from the Orders made under the Abnormal Importa- 
tions (Customs Duties) Act, 1931, there was an actual 
increase in the value of the imports from British coun- 
tries from £63-2 million in the first quarter of 1931 
to £66-7 million last quarter. Among the Dominions, 
Canada, Australia, New Zealand and the Union of 
South Africa shared in this increase in value, while the 
value of goods imported from India was about the same 
as a year ago, her proportionate share being substan- 
tially increased. There was an appreciable reduction 
in the Irish Free State share of our import trade. The 
share of each of the self-governing Dominions was 
greater last quarter than in the corresponding quarter 
of 1924, that of Australia, in particular, showing 4 
marked increase from 4°87 per cent. to 7-12 per cent.; 
India’s share of our import trade was much less last 
quarter than in the first quarter of 1924. 

The proportions for other British countries in general 
were also greater than in the corresponding periods of 
both 1931 and 1924, but in the case of British Malaya 
there was a marked decline in comparison with each of 
these earlier periods. 

As regards domestic exports, British countries took 
a slightly greater proportion last quarter (48°83 pet 
cent.) than in the first quarter of 1931 (48-01 per cent.) 
and a considerably greater proportion than in 1924 
(40-94 per cent.). The proportions taken by the Irish

Free State, Australia and India were greater than in 
the first quarter of 1931, while Canada, New Zealand 
,nd South Africa took a smaller share than they did 
, year ago. As compared with the first quarter of 
1924, however, Australia showed a heavy decline from 
734 per cent. to 4:38 per cent., and though India’s 
share fell from 11-69 to 9-20 per cent.;, India is still our 
largest export market. 

The proportion of our re-exports which was con- 
signed to British countries was appreciably less than in 
the first quarter of 1931, but showed a considerable 
increase aS compared with the corresponding quarter 


of 1924.

Imports.—The proportion of our imports consigned 
from Europe, which had been increasing up to the end 
of last year, showed a pronounced decline last quarter 
as compared with a year ago, having fallen from 43-02 
per cent. to 387-71 per cent. For the last quarter of 
1981 it was 48-77 per cent. and for the whole of that 
year 47-28 per cent. As compared with the first quarter 
of last year the Soviet Union, Germany, France and 
Switzerland each showed a substantial decrease and 
smaller reductions occurred in the case of Belgium, the 
Netherlands and Italy. Increases were shown by the 
eon States, the Scandinavian countries and 
pain. 

Our imports from North and Central America in the 
period under review were proportionately slightly 
greater than in the corresponding period of last year 
but considerably less than in the first quarter of 
1924. The share of the United States declined from 
13:47 per cent. in 1931 to 12-63 per cent. in the first 
quarter of this year. Africa showed a substantial 
Increase compared with 1931 and a heavy decline in 
comparison with 1924, Egypt’s proportion decreasing 
from 4-14 per cent. in 1924 to 1-29 per cent. in 1981, 
and subsequently increasing to 1:85 per cent. last 
quarter. Asia showed a slight increase over 1931 and 
an equally slight decline compared with 1924. In the 
case of South America an increase was shown over 
both earlier years, Argentina’s share being consider- 
ably greater than in either of those years, while the 
Proportion for Brazil showed a considerable decrease. 
Chile’s share was about the same as a year ago but 
appreciably less than in 1924. 


Exports.—The proportion of our exports consigned 
to Europe (48°13 per cent.) was greater than in 1981 
(41:43 per cent.) and still greater than in 1924 (37-02 
per cent.). Of those European countries mentioned 
above whose share of our import trade declined in com- 
parison with the first quarter of 1931, only France and 
Belgium showed a decrease in the share taken of our 
exports. The Soviet Union, Germany, Switzerland, 
the Netherlands and Italy all showed an increase, that 
in the case of the Soviet Union being substantial. 

Notwithstanding a considerable increase in the share 
of British West Africa, Africa’s share of our export 
trade declined in comparison with the first quarter of 
1931, both South Africa and Egypt having taken a

smaller proportion. Africa showed, however, a con- 
siderable increase compared with 1924. Asia took a 
larger proportion last quarter than in the first three 
months of 1931, India, British Malaya, Hong Kong, 
China and Japan each showing an increase In addition 
to the decrease in the case of Canada already men- 
tioned, the United States showed a pronounced decline 
in comparison with the first quarter of 1931, while 
South America’s share of our exports fell heavily, due 
chiefly to a considerable reduction in the proportions 
taken by Argentina and Chile. 


Re-exports.—Over 78 per cent. of our re-export trade 
was distributed among European countries in the first 
quarter of 1932, as compared with about 70 per cent. 
in the corresponding period of 1924 and just under 75 
per cent. in 1931. Germany, as in 1924 and 1981, took 
the largest share, her proportion in the period under 
review being greater than in 1931, but not quite so large 
as in 1924. The value of our re-exports to Germany 
was greater than in the first quarter of last ‘year. 
France took second place witb a share (15°57 per cent.) 
slightly smaller than in 1931, but considerably greater 
than in 1924 (13°38 per cent.), and the Irish Free State 
with 11:21 per cent. and the United States with 10-29 
per cent. were third and fourth, respectively, with, 
however, smaller proportions than in the first quarter 
of 1931. All the British countries which take any con- 
siderable proportion of our re-exports took a smaller 
proportion last quarter than a year earlier.

A REVIEW IN DETAIL 


In last week’s issue of the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ some pre- 
liminary figures were published regarding the import 
and export trade of the United Kingdom during April 
as compared with the preceding month and with the 
corresponding month last year. ‘These figures are sum- 
marised in the following table.

The excess of imports over exports of mer- 


chandise (£14:1 million) was £10°4 million less than 


in March and £16°8 million less than in April, 1931. 
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Comparisons of the total value of trade last month 
with that in the preceding month or in April last year 
are affected by the incidence of the Kaster holidays, 
which fell in April last year and in March this year, so 
that it might reasonably be expected that the total 
value of trade (apart from price changes) might have 
been higher in April than in either of the earlier months. 


The value of the exports of United Kingdom goods 
last month was 11:5 per cent. in excess of that in March 
and just over 7 per cent. above that in April, 1931. It 
was higher than in any month since January, 1931. 
The increase was mainly in respect of articles wholly 
or mainly manufactured, which showed a rise of 10°7 
er cent. over March and of 10-0 per cent. over April 
of last year. Exports of raw materials rose substan- 
tially (by 14:3 per cent.) compared with last month, 
and food, drink and tobacco were 8:1 per cent. above 
the exports in March. Both these classes showed a 
decline, however, in comparison with last April. 


Re-exports were valued at 14°4 per cent. less than 
in March, and nearly 80 per cent. less than a year ago. 
Transhipments under bond were higher in value than 
a year ago, and the increase in value may indicate a 
partial transfer from transhipments on through bills 
of lading to transhipments under bond consequent upon 
the articles concerned now being dutiable, but the in- 
crease represents less than one quarter of the decline 
in the value of re-exports. 


There was a further reduction from £13-0 million in 
March to £11°8 million in April in the value of manu- 
factured articles imported. A year ago the imports 
were valued at £20°9 million, or somewhat less at 
present prices. Imports of raw materials were £3:1 
million (18°8 per cent.) less than in March, and imports 
of food, drink and tobacco declined by £3°4 million 
(11:0 per cent.). 


Except in November, when the repayment in gold 
by the Bank of England of part of the credit obtained 
from France and the United States led to an excess of 
exports over imports, there has not, during previous 
months since September, been any considerable balance 
of imports or of exports of bullion and specie. During 
April, however, imports of bullion and specie amounted 
to £12°6 million and exports to only £6°0 million. 


IMPORTS 


Food, Drink and Tobacco.—Imports of wheat 
amounted to 9.8 million cwts. in April, which was just 
over 4 million ecwts. more than a year ago and about 
700,000 ewts. less than in March. Over 40 per cent. 
of the imports came from the Argentine, the quantity 
imported being more than twice as much as in April, 
1931, and larger quantities also came from the United 
States and Canada. The imports from the Soviet 
Union fell from 1,387,000 to 5,000 cwts. The average 
value of the wheat imported, which increased from 
6s. 8id. in February to 6s. 5d. per cwt. in March 
declined last month to 6s. 4d. Imports of the other 
cereals except barley were also greater last month than 
in April, 1931, but imports of wheat meal and flour 
fell by 855,000 ewts. (86 per cent.) and were 264,000 
cwts. lower than in March. Average values of barley, 
oats and maize were all slightly higher than last 
month, but in the case of wheat meal and flour there 
Was a decrease from 8s. 10d. per cwt. in March to 
8s. 1d. in April. In each case average values were 
appreciably higher than a year ago. 


The total quantity of meat imported was about 7 per 
cent. less than in April, 1931, and the value declined 
from £8,253,000 to £6,927,000. There was a similar 
decline in quantity as compared with March. The 
quantity of beef imported was much less than a year 
ago, imports of mutton and lamb showed no appre- 
clable change, while there was an increase in the im- 
ports of bacon and pork. The average values of beef 
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and of mutton and lamb were higher in comparison 
with both earlier months, but average values of bacon, 
while slightly higher than in March, were nearly 80 per 
cent. lower than a year ago. 


Imports of butter, cheese, eggs, fish and fruit were 
all smaller than a year ago, the decline in the case of 
butter being 72,000 cwts. (11 per cent.). Butter also 
showed a decline in comparison with March, but im- 
ports of eggs were greater. The imports of margarine 
amounted to less than 7,000 cwts., about 10 per cent. 
of the quantity imported last April and slightly less 
than in March. Tea was about the same as a year ago 
in quantity but declined in value by nearly 10 per 
cent. ; imports of foreign and Indian tea declined, while 
imports from Ceylon showed a slight increase. Tea 
showed a reduction in both quantity (19 per cent.) and 
value in comparison with March. Average values of 
tea were higher than in March but below those of a 
year ago. ‘There was an increase in the imports of 
potatoes as compared with April, 1931, the imports 
from the Netherlands and Spain being above and those 
from Germany below those of last year. 


The quantity of raw cocoa imported was slightly less 
than last year, but the value showed an increase of 
17 per cent. Coffee showed declines of about 17 per 
cent. and 50 per cent. in quantity compared with a 
year and a month ago, respectively, imports from 
British East Africa being very small last month. Im- 
ports of raw sugar were nearly 28 per cent. more than 
a year ago, the increased supplies coming mainly from 
Cuba and Java. Wines, spirits and tobacco each 
showed a heavy reduction compared with last year. 


Manufactured Articles.—The only groups of manu- 
factured articles which had no share in the reduction in 
the value of imports as compared with a year ago were 
oils, fats and resins, and vehicles. As regards the 
former, there was an increase of £402,000 (19 per 
cent.) in the imports of refined petroleum, while 
slightly larger imports of parts and accessories for 
motor cars accounted for the increase in the case of 
the latter group. The largest reductions in value 
occurred in woollen and worsted yarns and manufac- 
tures, £1,125,000, or 93 per cent., non-ferrous metals 
and manufactures thereof, £1,272,000, or 63 per cent. 
—shared by aluminium, copper, lead, tin and zinc— 
and apparel, £1,174,000, or 68 per cent., while imports 
of pottery, glass and abrasives fell by £502,000 (64 per 
cent.). As regards the iron and steel group, there was 
a reduction of £658,000 (46 per cent.) spread generally 
over the group, the quantity declining from 193,400 
tons to 144,500 tons. Cotton yarns and manufactures 
showed a drop of £669,000 (88 per cent.), chemicals, 
drugs, etc., £574,000 (50 per cent.), leather and manu- 
factures thereof, £487,000 (46 per cent.), electrical 
goods and apparatus, £233,000 (62 per cent.) and 
cutlery, hardware, etc., £198,000 (36 per cent.). 


As compared with March, cutlery and hardware, 
cotton yarns and manufactures, silk yarns and manu- 
factures, oils, fats and resins, and rubber manufactures 
all showed increases in value. Of the remaining groups, 
the heaviest reduction in comparison with March 
occurred in the non-ferrous metals group (44 per cent.), 
woollen and worsted yarns and manufactures (43 per 
cent.), chemicals, drugs, etc. (30 per cent.), manufac- 
tures of wood and timber (21 per cent.), and paper and 
cardboard (16 per cent.). 


RETAINED Imports OF RAW MATERIALS 


The table following gives particulars of the retained 
imports of some leading raw and semi-manufactured 
materials during April, together with the monthly 
average for the four months ended April, 1931 and 1932. 
Retained imports of textile raw materials are included 
in the Section dealing with textiles. 


Among the raw materials included in the table, 
the most important increase in retained imports in 
April was recorded in respect of iron pyrites, imports of 
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which amounted to 52,300 tons in April as compared 
with monthly averages of 31,500 tons and 22,300 tons 
for the first four months of this year and last respec- 
tively. Imports of oils and oil seeds were also generally 
greater last month than either of the monthly averages, 
but there was a noteworthy reduction to 348 tons from 
4,277 tons in April, 1931, in the retained imports of 
coconut oil. There was a substantial decline in the 
imports of the five semi-manufactured materials in- 
cluded in the table, of which all, except copper plates, 
ete., are now dutiable.

EXPORTS 


All the main classes of United Kingdom produce and 
manufactures shared in the increase of £3,586,000 in 
the exports in April as compared with the preceding 
month, articles wholly or mainly manufactured in- 
creasing by £2,590,000, raw materials by £495,000, 
and food, drink and tobacco by £215,000. 


As compared with April, 1931, the increase in the 
exports of manufactured articles (£2,433,000, or 10 per 
cent.) was greater than the total increase in the 
exports of domestic produce and manufactures, as raw 
materials, etc., declined by £151,000 (3-7 per cent.), 
and food, drink and tobacco also showed a small 
decline. 


Of the raw materials and articles mainly unmanufac- 
tured, while exports of coal were slightly greater, both 
in value and in quantity, than a year ago, the increase 
as compared with March amounted to 696,000 tons, 
valued at £594,000. Exports to Italy were 277,000 
tons greater than in March and were also greater 
than in April, 1931. Other countries showing consider- 
able increases as compared with either of these months 
were Canada, the Irish Free State, Denmark, Sweden 
and Egypt. The average value of the coal exported 
was the same (16s. ld. per ton) as in April, 1931, and 
slightly above that in March (15s. 10d. per ton). 
Exports of sheep’s and lambs’ wool were somewhat 
less than in March or in April, 1931, but as compared 
with either month there was a considerable decrease in 
the value of unrefined oils, fats, etc., exported.

In comparison with March, the largest increases in 
value in the groups in which manufactured articles are 
classified occurred in respect of vehicles (£1,465,000, 
or 100 per cent.) and machinery (£559,000, or 21 per 
cent.). Both these groups also showed an increase 
over April, 1931. In the vehicles group the value of 
the three steam vessels exported amounted to 
£1,427,000, as compared with one vessel valued at 
£123,000 in March. Exports of motor cars and chassis 
were slightly greater in number than in March, and 
were much greater in number, and slightly greater in 
value, than a year ago. As in previous months the 
number of motor cars exported to South Africa showed 
a large increase as compared with a year earlier, and 
there was also a considerable increase in exports to 
New Zealand. In the machinery group the exports of 
machine tools (metal working) were higher by £253,000 
than in March and by £396,000 than in April, 1931, the 
quantity exported last month being more than three 
times as great as a year ago. The amount of electrical 
machinery and of cranes, etc., exported also increased, 
and that of agricultural machinery fell in comparison 
with each of these earlier months. Textile machinery 
showed a decrease on the previous month but an in- 
crease over last year. Exports of iron and steel and 
manufactures thereof, though slightly less in value than 
a month ago, increased in quantity by 14,000 tons (8 per 
cent.); a year ago exports were 7,400 tons higher than 
last month. The increase was mainly in crude iron and 
steel, exports of pig iron increasing from 8,100 tons 
in March to 21,700 tons in April. 


The non-ferrous metals group showed increases in 
value over last month and last year of 20 per cent. and 
22 per cent. respectively, the value of the exports of 
tin blocks, ingots, etc., having risen from £74,800 in 
April, 1931, to £193,200 last month and from 621 0 
1,560 tons in quantity, but the quantity exported 
during the four months ended April (3,606 tons) was 
less than two-thirds of that exported in the correspond- 
ing period of last year. Exports of cutlery, hardware, 
etc., were considerably higher in value than in March

Cutlery, 
hardware, needles, and implements and tools all 
showed increases in value and, in most cases where 
recorded, also in quantity over both the earlier months, 
while scientific instruments and appliances, at the 
same value as last year, showed a rise of 16 per cent. 
compared with last month. Exports of electrical goods 
and apparatus, which were a little lower in value than 
in March, were 29 per cent. less in value than a year 
ago.

The exports of cotton yarns and manufactures were 
greater in value than last year but less than in March. 
Exports of cotton yarns, which were about the same as 
in the preceding month, were in quantity 28 per cent. 
and in value 9-5 per cent. greater than a year ago, con- 
siderable increases being registered in the quantities 
consigned to China, India, Australia and Roumania. 
A considerable increase, as compared with a year ago, 
was also shown in the quantity of cotton piece-goods 
exported (47 per cent.), and here, again, China, India, 
Australia and Roumania took considerably increased 
quantities, as did Denmark, the Netherlands, Egypt, 
West Africa, Iraq, Persia, South America, New 
Zealand and the British West Indies. 


Woollen and worsted yarns and manufactures showed 
an expansion in exports of £229,000, as compared with 
a year ago, but there was a decline of £115,000 in 
comparison with March. Wool tops, woollen and 
worsted yarns, tissues, and carpets, carpeting and rugs 
all showed an increase in quantity over last year. Ex- 
ports of woollen and worsted yarns also showed an in- 
crease as compared with March, but tissues showed a 
small decrease. 


Exports of silk yarns and manufactures were valued 
at £93,600, an increase of 17 per cent. compared with 
March, in which month the exports were about the 
same as in April, 1931. Exports of artificial silk yarn 
thread and straw were about the same as in March, 
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but were 70 per cent. greater in quantity than a year 
ago, while the corresponding comparisons in the case of 
artificial silk tissues were a decrease of 4 per cent. and 
an increase of 12 per cent., respectively. Linen piece. 
goods showed a slight increase in value compared with 
March, but the quantity exported was slightly smaller, 
There was an increase of 3 per cent. in quantity com. 
pared with a year ago. The value of the exports of 
jute manufactures (other than cordage, cables, ropes 
and twine), while a little higher than last year, was 
7 per cent. less than in March. 


Exports OF IMPORTED MERCHANDISE 


Re-exports of butter in April were valued at only 
£71,500, as against £353,000 in March and £154,200 in 
April, 1931. As regards raw materials, etc., raw cotton 
showed an increase of £88,300 (107 per cent.) over 
March and a still greater increase compared with a year 
ago, while in the case of raw wool there was an increase 
over March of £244,700 (22 per cent.) but a decrease of 
£594,000 compared with last April, due partly to a 
decrease in average values and partly to a decrease in 
quantities. Re-exports of undressed hides and skins 
(£502,800) were £200,000 less than in March and re- 
exports of rubber fell from £138,200 in March to 
£68,700 in April, no re-exports of crude rubber to the 
Soviet Union being recorded last month as against 
£70,700 in March. The value of the re-exports of 
chemicals, etc., declined from £334,000 in April, 1931, 
to £40,000 last month, the reduction being mainly in 
drugs and medicines. 


BRITISH POSTAL TRAFFIC 


AVERAGE DAILY RECEIPTS 


The average receipts of the Post Office in Great 
Britain from postal traffic per working day for each 
month from January, 1931, to April, 1932, are 
shown below. Telegraph and Telephone receipts, 
Savings Bank and Money and Postal Order business 
are excluded. The value of postage stamps used for 
receipt stamp and other revenue duties is included. 
The figures are an approximately correct index of the 
movement from month to month of the amount of 
postal traffic handled, expressed in terms of postage. 
Corresponding figures for earlier months from January, 
1924, were given in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of July 19, 1928, 
January 23, 1930, and January 29, 1931.

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BELGIUM 
TRADE AND INDUSTRY IN 1931 


Although not unscathed, Belgium has so _ far 
weathered the economic and financial tempest in a 
manner which some of her neighbours may well envy, 
and there seems no reason to doubt that she will event- 
ually ride out the storm with her usual tenacity, 
twrites the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy 
at Brussels. 

The Government, notwithstanding considerable diffi- 
culties, has managed to balance the 1932 Budget by 
means of economies amounting to 1,200 million francs 
and by the imposition of new taxation amounting to 
300 million frs. The Hoover Moratorium made a large 
hole in the Budgets for 1931 and 1932, which represents 
a loss of 86 million frs. of revenue from reparations 
from July 1, 1931, to June 30, 1932. 

As far as foreign trade was concerned, statistics for 
the first nine months of the year showed a falling off 
in imports of just over 24 million tons, of a value of 
5,538 million frs., as compared with the similar period 
of 1930. Exports, on the other hand, marked a slight 
increase as regards weight, of 843,000 tons, but a de- 
crease in value of 2,184 million frs. Imports from the 
United Kingdom declined by 618,000 tons, minerals, 
metal products, machinery and textiles being princi- 
pally affected. Belgian exports to the United King- 
dom likewise declined as regards glass, metals, 
machinery and vehicles, but increased in textiles, 
chemical products and rubber goods. Values have 
fallen all round, but the export trade seems to have 
suffered proportionately less than that of most other 
exporting countries. 


INDUSTRIAL CONDITIONS 


The coal industry had a particularly bad year; finan- 
cial losses were incurred by most collieries and heavy 
stocks accumulated. The action of the French Govern- 
ment in subjecting coal imports to licence reduced 
Belgian deliveries to that country by 20 per cent. as 
compared with previous years. Owing to the situation, 
the Belgian Government decided, after agreement with 
the German producers, to ration the importation of all 
foreign coal and patent fuel. 

The iron and steel industry held its own if compared 
with that of other countries, but nevertheless suffered 
from the downward tendency in prices. Wages in this 
industry have been reduced by about 15 per cent. 

As far as non-ferrous metals are concerned, the Inter- 
national Zine Cartel arrived at an agreement for a 
period of five years and three months, whereby a reduc- 
tion of output of 45 per cent. was put in force from 
August 1 to November 30, 1931, and of 50 per cent. 
as from December 1. These measures enabled stocks 
to be reduced from 228,500 tons at the end of May to 
185,000 tons on November 30. A similar agreement 
was arrived at in December in respect of copper by 
American, British, Belgian and Rhodesian producers, 
who account for 90 per cent. of world production. 

As far as the motor and motor cycle industry is con- 
cerned, there is one car to every 51 inhabitants and one 
motor cycle to every 153 inhabitants. It is not, there- 
fore, surprising to learn that the industry has resisted 
the general depression more successfully than other 
industries. The ‘‘ Chambre Syndicale ’’ of the in- 
dustry initiated a ‘‘ Buy Belgian cars and motor 
cycles ’’ campaign, pointing out in its manifesto that 
80 per cent. of the 20,000 vehicles sold in a year were 
of foreign manufacture. It is satisfactory to note that 
British cars are selling more readily than hitherto owing 
to decreased cost and that British motor cycles have 
more than maintained their hold on the market. 

As regards the textile industries, trade as a whole 
was poor and unemployment was considerable and

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exports diminished in value by 388 million frs., not- 
withstanding the fall in price of raw materials. Here 
again the depreciation of sterling currency affécted 
exports to the United Kingdom, added to which the 
lower prices of British goods expressed in Belgian cur- 
rency will enable them to compete with success with 
the local product. The Runciman duties added to the 
general depression. 

Raw flax was affected by adverse weather conditions, 
but the 1931 crop is nevertheless of far superior quality 
to that of 1930. Prices dropped, however, in many 
cases to below the cost of production. The same 
account may be given of the flax spinning, linen, jute 
and cotton industries, although the flax weaving branch 
received numerous orders at the time of the abandon- 
ment of the gold standard by the United Kingdom, 
presumably in anticipation of duties. 

The cotton industry was equally affected, and com- 
petition from the United Kingdom was felt severely. 
In the wool industry prices were lower, and fell from 
20 to 30 per cent. below the level of 1930, and the 
abandonment of the gold standard by the United King- 
dom caused considerable perturbation, as most business 
was transacted in sterling. British competition was 
also felt towards the end of the year owing to 
diminished prices, and exports to the United Kingdom 
were smaller owing to the Runciman duties. 

The glass industry was characterised by further pro- 
gress in concentration and rationalisation, and negotia- 
tions between French, Belgian, German and Czecho- 
slovak producers of hollow glassware. Plate glass 
works worked to only 40 per cent. of their capacity. 
The table glass industry was severely affected by the 
fall in the £, as contracts were usually made on a 
sterling basis, and by the Runciman duties, as the 
United Kingdom market absorbs 40 to 50 per cent. of 
total exports. 

Similar difficulties were experienced in the chemical 
and building materials industries, and the cement 
branch was particularly affected by the United States 
tariff, exports dropping to that country by no less than 
145,000 tons as compared with 1929. 

An agitation for the imposition of a quota system or 
for an increase in tariffs on boots and shoes was 
rigorously pursued by local manufacturers, owing to 
the violent onslaught on the market by Czechoslovak 
concerns. The paper industry withstood the crisis prob- 
ably better than most. As regards the food industries, 
the existing duties on imported sugar and other sugar 
products are to be continued until September 30, 1932, 
and the profits accruing to manufacturers are to be paid 
as a bonus to sugar beet producers. 

The diamond industry naturally suffered consider- 
ably, and only 5,000 workpeople were employed 
instead of the normal number of 30,000. The differ- 
ences between the South African Government and the 
Diamond Corporation were, however, composed, and 
the agreement led to a renewal of confidence in the 
market. 


AGRICULTURE, SHIPPING, ETC. 


As regards natural products, agriculture suffered like 
other industries from the general economic depression, 
prices proved insufficient to cover costs and the state 
of affairs led to a demand for protectionist measures. 

The fishing industry was, on the whole, prosperous 
and is growing year by year in importance. 

As far as shipping is concerned, the returns for the 


_ ports of Antwerp and Ghent show a slight decrease in 


traffic, but Brussels, Ostend, Bruges-Zeebrugge were 
more active than in 1930, and the British percentage of 
entries was well maintained in all ports. 

The two tunnels under the Scheldt at Antwerp are 
under construction and should be completed by the end 
of 1933 and will lead to great development on the left 
bank of the river. Good progress continues to be made 
on the Liége-Antwerp Canal, and it is anticipated that 
the work will be completed within the next six years. 


Few labour disputes of any magnitude took place, 
but unemployment increased considerably, especially 
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towards the end of the year. The cost of living con- 
tinued to decline, the index figure for wholesale prices 
dropping from 661 in January to 578 in December. 
Retail prices dropped in about the same proportion. 

It is naturally impossible to foretell the future but, 
although Belgium has suffered considerably and most 
industries have experienced setbacks, the general 
economic state of the country is healthy, which should 
help her to withstand adverse conditions until the sky 
is clearer. 

Import TRADE 

The countries with which the bulk of Belgium’s im- 

port trade takes place, together with the relative per- 


centages, are shown in the following table respecting 
the first nine months of 1931 and 1930 :—

The quantity of goods imported from France 
diminished by two million tons. With regard to im- 
ports from the United Kingdom, the decline was 
618,000 tons and affected principally mineral and 
metal products, machinery and textiles. Imports of 
vehicles other than railway vehicles from the United 
Kingdom, on the other hand, show an _ increase, 
accounted for mainly by the larger quantities of parts 
of motor cars and accessories figuring under this head- 
ing. Imports of vegetable and food products, includ- 
ing cocoa and coffee, were also larger. 

Belgian exports to France show an increase of 
890,000 tons, representing about 200 million francs in 
value, and a slightly increased tonnage to the United 
States, though in this case the values declined. 

Details of Belgium’s total trade compared with trade 
with the United Kingdom will be found in an Appendix 
to the Report, in the body of which much space is 
devoted to Belgian industries and the import and 
export trades. The more important exhibitions and 
fairs held in the country are also reviewed and sections 
of the Report are given to, among other subjects, 
finance (public and general), agriculture and fisheries 
and transport and communications. An Annex deal- 
ing with the economic situation in the Grand Duchy 
of Luxemburg is provided.

IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


HORTICULTURAL PRODUCTS 


Under Section 3 (5) of the Import Duties Act, 1982, 
the Import Duties Advisory Committee are authorised 
to make recommendations for the imposition of addi- 
tional duties on goods which will shortly become charge- 
able with the general ad valorem duty by reason of the 
duty under other enactments ceasing to be chargeable. 

Although the Horticultural Products (Emergency 
Customs Duties) Act, 1931, does not expire until 
December, the Committee feel that in the interests of 
the growers, who have to make their plans early in 
the autumn, they must shortly take into consideration 
the question of the duties to be imposed on the commo- 
dities covered by that Act, when the Act expires. At 
the same time, the Committee will consider whether 
additional duties ought to be imposed on any other 
horticultural products, including fresh fruits and vege- 
tables, flowers and nursery stock. 

The Committee are prepared to take into considera- 
tion any representations which interested parties desire 
to make in regard to these commodities. All such 
representations should be addressed in writing to the 
Secretary, Import Duties Advisory Committee, Caxton 
House (West Block), Tothill Street, London, S.W. 1, 
not later than June 13.

COAST LIFE SAVING 
FORMATION OF CORPS 


The Board of Trade are now proceeding to consti- 
tute the Coast Life Saving Corps, whose establishment 
was recommended by the Committee which reported 
on the organisation of H.M. Coastguard in July last. 

The Coastguard Service, which is responsible for 
east watching in connection with life saving on the 
casts of Great Britain and Northern Ireland, is 
already assisted by a large number of part-time civilian 
personnel, who are enrolled in Companies and Brigades 
for the purpose of working the Life Saving Appliances 
and who act as Watchmen as required. 


The Board of Trade came to the conclusion that the 
ysefulness of the existing organisation could be im- 
proved by raising the status of these part-time helpers 
in order to attract the best possible type of personnel 
and by providing for their systematic training where 
that is not already given. 

The existing part-time helpers will, of course, form 
the nucleus of the new Coast Life Saving Corps. 


CONSTITUTION OF THE CORPS 


The Corps will consist of three main branches, the 
frst branch including the present members of Life 
Saving Appliance Companies and Brigades, number- 
ing between 4,000 and 5,000 men. The second branch 
of the Corps will consist of Watchers who will be 
specially trained in watching duties in order that they 
can keep watch, as required, at places where there are 
no Coastguard Stations, and at Coastguard Stations 
when relief is needed. A great many of these Watchers 
are already available, but special efforts will be made 
locally to recruit and train the additional Watchers 
who are required to complete the organisation. 


Finally, there will be an Intelligence Section, which 
will include all persons who volunteer to assist the 
Coastguard in an emergency, e.g., by placing cars at 
the disposal of the Life Saving Service, acting as 
despatch riders, undertaking reporting duties by their 
own telephones or otherwise, attending Station tele- 
phones, ete. 


MEMBERSHIP: NUMBER REQUIRED 


The basis of membership of the Corps will be, as 
in the past, voluntary service, but, as many members 
of the Corps will be men earning their living in other 
ways, payments for time given will continue to be 
made. 


The total number of additional helpers required at 
various points round the coast is not likely to exceed 
400 or 500 and there is, therefore, no opportunity for 
central recruitment on a wide scale. Where recruit- 
ing is necessary, the local officers of the Coastguard 
will now proceed to get in touch with local authorities 
who can assist in recruiting, and the help of the local 
Press will be invited. 

The Board of Trade have no doubt that the new 
Coast Life Saving Corps will provide a very effective 
supplement to the activities of the full-time Coast- 
guard, and they rely upon the general interest and 
assistance of the public in the formation of the new

CONTROL OF FOREIGN EXCHANGE IN 
GERMANY

The Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at 
Berlin has reported that, according to the press, the 
German Minister for Economic Affairs has decided that 
importers be only allowed a devisen quota in May equal 
to 50 per cent. of the amount of their general permit, as 
against 55 per cent. in April, 65 per cent. in March and 
7d per cent. from December, 1931, to February, 1932. 

As the basis of the general allotment was half of the 
devisen requirements of importers applied for in 
October, 1930, the quota for May is now restricted to 
25 per cent. of the amount available in October, 1930.

EXCHANGE RESTRICTIONS IN GREECE 


With reference to the Department of Overseas 
Trade’s recent circular on the new Greek Currency Law 
(see the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of May 5, page 634) intimation was 
given therein of the forthcoming issue of a list of goods 
the entry of which into Greece was to be prohibited. 

From telegraphic report received it appears that the 
restrictions became operative on May 15. Imports are 
now severely curtailed, and importers require to obtain 
written permission from the Bank of Greece before 
placing orders abroad. 

For shipments for which bills of lading are presented 
to bunks (in Greece) after May 15, should the Exchange 
Committee decide that such imports are necessary, ex- 
change will be granted and will be obtainable from the 
authorised banks upon the production of documentary 
evidence as laid down in Article 4 (1) of the Law, the 
full text of which will be circulated shortly.

IRON AND STEEL PRODUCTION IN APRIL 


The National Federation of Iron and Steel Manufacturers 
reports that 316,900 tons of pig iron were produced in 
April, as compared with 335,600 tons in March, 323,200 tons 
in April, 1931, and a monthly average of 855,000 tons in 
1913. 


The April production of pig iron included 61,500 tons of 
hematite, 137,800 tons of basic, 96,900 tons of foundry, and 
13,700 tons of forge pig iron. 


Furnaces in blast at the end of April numbered 69, three 
furnaces having ceased operations for relining since the 
beginning of the month. 


The March production of steel ingots and castings 
amounted to 433,300 tons, as against 462,800 tons in March, 
397,400 tons in April, 1931, and a monthly average of 
638,600 tons in 1913.

The industrial situation in those areas was fully discussed, 
with special reference to the present position of the steel 
and tinplate industries, and to the commercial possibilities 
of the extraction of oil from coal as an aid to the recovery 
of the coal-mining industry. 


THe Proposep INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT CoUNCIL 


In the course of his reply Mr. Hore-Belisha referred to the 
Government’s interest in the proposal to form a South 
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Wales and Monmouthshire Industrial Development Council, 
and expressed the hope that this movement would lead to 
the new industrial development, of which the area was so 
badly in need. The Industrial Survey of South Wales, which 
had recently been made for the Board of Trade by the 
University College of South Wales and Monmouthshire, 
would shortly be published, and the results would be avail- 
able to the Industrial Development Council in their work. 


As regards the extraction of oil from coal, Mr. Foot 
assured the deputation that this subject was receiving the 
active consideration of the Government. He regarded 
hydrogenation as offering a hopeful -outlook for the coal 
industry, but questions of high policy were involved which 
required most careful consideration.

TRAFFIC IN THE Monto or FEBRUARY 


The total number of passenger journeys (excluding season- 
ticket holders) taken on all standard gauge railways in Great 
Britain in the month of February was 82,095,900, a decrease 
compared with February, 1931, of 1,318,638, or 1-6 per cent. 
The journeys taken by passengers at reduced fares rose by 
988,478, but those at standard or ordinary fares fell by 
2,307,116. The receipts from passengers (excluding season- 
ticket holders) showed a decrease of £156,784, or 5-3 per cent. 
If the London Tubes and Metropolitan District Railway be 
omitted, the figures show a decline in journeys of 320,417, 
or 0-5 per cent., and a decrease in receipts of £147,364, or 
56 per cent. For all companies the receipts from passenger

train traffic (including season tickets and parcels and mis- 
cellaneous traffic, but excluding mails and parcels post) 
were £153,653 less than in February, 1931. 


TRAFFIC IN FouR WEEKS ENDED FEBRUARY 27 


For the four weeks ended February 27 the coaching train- 
miles showed a decrease of 163,200, or 0-8 per cent., com- 
pared with the four weeks ended February 28, 1931. The 
total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free hauled 
traffic) was 21,303,569, a decrease compared with the corre- 
sponding four weeks in 1931 of 1,036,098 tons, or 4-6 per 
cent. The freight train receipts amounted to £6,899,090, a 
decrease of £472,565, or 6-4 per cent. The freight train 
miles run were 527,518 less than in the corresponding period 
of 1931, a decrease of 5-0 per cent. The average train load 
increased from 1263 to 127 tons, and the net ton-miles per 
engine-hour from 445} to 456.

CYPRUS 
FOREIGN TRADE IN MARCH 


The Trade Commissioner for Cyprus in London reports 
that imports and exports during March were valued at 
£124,663 and £90,442, as compared with £133,754 and 
£122,800 respectively for the five years’ average for March 
(1927-31). There was an increase of £18,587 in the total 
value of imports for the month under review as compared 
with March, 1931, accounted for principally by beans and 
peas ; wheaten flour, + £9,540; iron and steel manufactures, 
and petrol and benzine. Of these the increase in flour is 
outstanding and is due to the unusually large quantity im- 
ported, viz., 60,790 cwts. This figure has only been ex- 
ceeded once in the last five years when 62,832 cwts., valued 
at £43,825, were imported in April, 1929. The remarkable 
fall in the value of this commodity is here illustrated. There 
were decreases in the imports of cotton yarns and goods; 
machinery ; edible oils, and petroleum and paraffin. 


Exports show a decrease of £15,032 as compared with the 
total for March, 1931. This was principally accounted for 
by asbestos, — £2,445; raw cotton, — £4,440; lemons and 
oranges, — £6,550; pyrites, — £7,138; raisins, — £3,548; 
raw or wound silk, and wines. There was also a decrease 
of £5,999 under antiquities, due to the exceptionally large 
exportation made by the Swedish Expedition last year. 
Satisfactory increases are noted in living animals, 
+ £7,404; carobs, + £12,458; and potatoes, + £2,322.

highest monthly percentage in recent years. 


So far no 


statistics are available showing the value of the various 
categories of goods imported from Great Britain. During 
the first quarter of 1932 imports from Great Britain were 
valued 90:7 million mks., or 17-9 per cent. of the total 
imports, as compared with 87-3 million mks. and 13-2 per

There was a rise in 
exports to Japan, Poland and Roumania, but a fall in those 
to all other countries separately classified. 

The value of French imports from foreign countries 
during the first three months of 1932 amounted to 6,069 
million frs., as compared with 10,424°million frs., a de- 
erease Of 4,355 million frs. The value of exports was 3,794 
million frs., as against 6,371 million frs., a decrease of 2,577 
million frs. The value of imports from French colonies 
and protectorates totalled 1,288 million frs., as against 1,382 
million frs., a@ decrease of 94 million frs., and of exports 
1,500 million frs., as against 2,023 million frs., a decrease 
of 523 million frs. 

French visible trade with foreign countries in the first 
quarter of this year consequently showed an unfavourable 
balance of 2,275 million frs., as compared with one of 4,053 
million frs. in March quarter, 1931. The visible trade of 
France with her colonies and protectorates, on the other 
hand, showed a favourable balance of 212 million frs., as 
against one of 641 million frs. 


HUNGARY 
FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—MARCH 


The British Commercial Secretary at Buda-Pest reports 
that during March last imports and exports were valued at 
$11 million pengé and 25-1 millicn pengé, as compared 
with 55-4 million pengé and 49-9 million pengé respectively 
in March, 1931. It will be seen that the adverse balance in 
March last amounted to 6 million pengé, as against 5-5 
nillion pengé in March, 1931. 

While relative figures for exports and imports remain 
very similar, the totals in either case show a very consider- 
able reduction; this fact is attributed in large measure to 
the stifling effects of the exchange restrictions. 

Of imported goods, chopped and sawn wood, coal, raw 
hides, cotton textiles, machines and apparatus have fallen 
of; in fact almost everything shows a decrease; only raw 
cotton and raw jute have risen appreciably. 

As regards exports, when a comparison is made between 
the first quarters of 1931 and 1932 respectively, all the 
principal commodities show a decrease of approximately 
50 per cent.

NETHERLAND EAST INDIES 


TRADE OF THE EAST COAST OF SUMATRA 
IN 1931 


The British Consul at Medan reports that according to a 
Report recently published by the Medan Chamber of Com- 
merce imports and exports during the year under review 
amounted in value to 62,872,000 guilders and 164,983,000 
guilders, as compared with 104,915,000 guilders and 
193,591,000 guilders respectively in 1930. In the first 
instance it should be observed that the export value for 
1931 has certainly been placed at too high a figure seeing 
that tobacco exports have been entered at a total of 
69,296,000 florins. Exports during last year, however, in- 
cluded about 13,850 tons belonging to the 1930 crop, with 
an estimated value of 30 million guilders. The remainder, 
about 4,000 tons, belongs to the 1931 crop, the value of 
which is not yet known. Taking, however, a suitable 
average for this portion, it may be concluded that it is 
improbable that the value of the tobacco export for 1931 
will be higher than approximately 45 million fis., which 
would bring the total value of exports from the Province 
down to a round figure of 140 million and the trade balance 
to roughly 80 million fis. The following table gives par- 
ticulars of the chief imports during the year under review, 
together with the comparative figures for 1930:—

It will be seen that almost all European Agricultural 
produce, so far as export quantities are concerned, showed 
a marked increase; especially was this so in the case of 
oil-palm products and tea, though in a less degree in the 
case of estates-rubber, while fibre shows only a slight 


advance, The export of native rubber has been maintained 
chiefly by increased exports during the second half-year. 
The influence has also been felt of the fact that the price 
of native rubber has not fallen to the same extent propor- 
tionately as estates-rubber, while working costs have like- 
wise been cut down encrmously. This phenomenon is repro- 
duced in nearly all native rubber areas. Exports of ground- 
nuts and vegetables from the Karo-Highlands show a 
marked falling off. Lho Seumaweh, which exports ground- 
nuts from the Takengon Highlands, ships at present nearly 
five times as much as Belawan, though, since 1930, the 
export has diminished. Areca nuts, exports of which were 
still on the increase in 1930, declined to a remarkable 
extent in 1931, while fish exports from Bagan Si Api-Api 
also fell away. The same remark applies to the now 
separately classified timber exports from Bengkalis. The 
export of mineral-oil products, which was in 1930 still much 
higher than in 1929, declined seriously in 1931.

The recent seasonal improvement in retail trade has been 
generally maintained, but with price-cutting widely prac- 
tised, reports the London office of the Guaranty Trust Com- 
pany of New York, wholesale and jobbing lines have been 
quiet, with orders in small lots. 


Production of electricity for the week ended April 30 was 
114 per cent. below that of the corresponding week of last 
year. Index prices for farm products on April 15 were 
59 per cent. of the pre-war average, against 61 the month 
earlier, and 60 two months before. 


The Cotton Stabilisation Corporation has been directed to: 
sell during the fiscal year beginning August 650,000 bales, 
of about a fifth of its total holdings. April pig iron pro 
duction was reduced, the average daily output being 8% 
per cent. below March. Steel output in April was 1,239,811 
tons, or 171,019 below March; there was a slight im 
crease in steel production in the first week of May, but the 
influence of automobile buying was not marked.

ACCESSION OF CURACAO TO INTERNATIONAL 
CONVENTION 


The Board of Trade are informed that the Netherlands 
Government have notified the League of Nations Secretariat 
of the accession of Curacao to the International Convention 
for the Abolition of Import and Export Prohibitions and 
Restrictions, which was signed at Geneva on November 8, 
1927, and to the Supplementary Agreement to that Con- 
vention and Protocol, signed on July 11, 1928.

CANADA—NEW ZEALAND 
NEW TRADE AGREEMENT 


The Board of Trade have received, through the 
Dominions Office, copy of a Bill, as introduced into the 
House of Commons of Canada, to approve the new Trade 
Agreement between Canada and New Zealand which was 
signed on April 23, 1932. 


The text of the Agreement is reproduced below. To 
Schedules A and B a column has been added, showing, for 
purpose of comparison, the rates of Customs duty leviable 
under the current British Preferential Tariffs of Canada 
and New Zealand, respectively, in cases where the rates in 
question differ from the proposed Tariff rates in Canada on 
goods the produce or manufacture of New Zealand 
‘Schedule A) and the proposed Tariff rates in New Zealand 
on goods the produce or manufacture of Canada 
(Schedule B). 


It will be seen that New Zealand has not granted to goods 
of Canadian origin any rates of Customs duty which are 
lower than the present British Preferential Rates. On the 
other hand, Canada has granted to New Zealand, in respect 
of certain classes of goods, Customs Tariff treatment* which 
is more favourable than that provided for under the British 
Preferential Tariff. Such is the case for (inter alia) certain 
books, certain advertising and printed matter, blankets, 
travelling rugs of wool, woollen floor rugs, compounded or 
manufactured fertilisers. 


The Canadian British Preferential Customs duties, which 
are those applicable to products and manufactures of the 
United Kingdom, are (with few exceptions) subject to a 
discount of 10 per cent. of the rates where the duty exceeds 
15 per cent. ad valorem, or, in the case of a specific duty, 
where the computed rate exceeds 15 per cent. ad valorem, 
provided that the goods are shipped direct to Canada. 


TRADE AGREEMENT BETWEEN CANADA AND 
NEW ZEALAND 


His Majesty’s Government in the Dominion of Canada and 
His Majesty’s Government in the Dominion of New Zealand, 
being desirous of improving and extending the commercial 
relations existing between Canada and New Zealand, and affirm- 
ing the principle of granting tariff preferences the one to the 
other on goods of their produce or manufacture, for their mutual 
advantage, have agreed upon the following Articles :— 


ARTICLE [ 


1. Subject to the provisions of the Customs Tariff of Canada, 
except as hereinafter provided, Canada grants :— 


(a) To the goods enumerated in Schedule A hereto, being the 
produce or manufacture of New Zealand, when imported into 
Canada, the tariff rates indicated in the said Schedule A; 
provided that such rates shall in no case be higher than the 
rates chargeable on similar goods under the British Preferential 
Tariff of Canada. 


_(6) To all other goods being the produce or manufacture of 
New Zealand, when imported into Canada, the benefits of the 
British Preferential Tariff. 








*In some cases this treatment is the same as that provided 
for similar goods of Australian origin under the Canada- 
eanralia Trade Agreement—see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ for July 30,

2. The tariff advantages conceded by Section 1 of this Article 
shall apply only to goods imported direct into Canada, except 
in special cases where goods are shipped from New Zealand to 
Canada on a through bill of lading and the New Zealand 
Government certifies that direct shipment to Canada of such 
goods is not reasonably practicable. 


3. Goods shall be deemed to be the produce or manufacture 
of New Zealand if they comply with the laws, regulations and 
conditions for the time being in force in Canada for the 
application of its British Preferential Tariff. 


Articie II 


1. Subject to the provisions of the Customs Acts of New 
Zealand, except as hereinafter provided, New Zealand grants :— 


(a) To the goods enumerated in Schedule B hereto, being the 
produce or manufacture of Canada, when imported into New 
Zealand, the tariff rates indicated in the said Schedule B; pro- 
vided that, except where otherwise indicated in that Schedule, 
such rates shall in no case be higher than the rates chargeable 
on similar goods under the British Preferential Tariff of New 
Zealand. 


(5) To all other goods the produce or manufacture of Canada, 
when imported into New Zealand, the benefits of the British 
Preferential Tariff. 


2. The tariff advantages conceded by Section 1 of this Article 
shall apply only to goods which after shipment from Canada 
have not entered into the commerce of or been subjected to any 
process of manufacture in any country the produce or manu- 
factures of which are not entitled to be entered for duty under 
the British Preferential Tariff. 


3. Goods shall be deemed to be the produce or manufacture 
of Canada if they comply with the laws, regulations and con- 
ditions for the time being in force in New Zealand for the 
application of its British Preferential Tariff. 


Articte IIT 


1. The terms ‘‘ British Preferential Tariff’’ and ‘‘ General 
Tariff’? as used in this Agreement and the Schedules hereto 
shall be deemed to mean the British Preferential Tariff and the 
General Tariff of Canada or of New Zealand in force on the 
date on which any goods are entered for home consumption in 
New Zealand or Canada as the case may be. 


2. The items in Schedule A or Schedule B hereto shall be 
interpreted in the same way as they would be interpreted in 
the tariff from which they are taken. 


ARTICLE IV 


Goods entitled to entry under Article I hereof shall not be 
subject to Section 6 of the Customs Tariff of Canada* unless 
previous notice has been given by the Government of Canada 
‘to the Government of New Zealand that the importation of such 
goods would prejudicially or injuriously affect the producers or 
manufacturers of similar goods in Canada, and if, at the expira- 
tion of a period of thirty days from the date of such notice, 
remedial measures satisfactory to the Government of Canada are 
not put into effect by the Government of New Zealand, then 
the provisions of the said Section 6 may be applied to such goods. 


At the option of the Government of Canada any importation 
thus complained of, other than perishable goods, may be held 
in bond during the said period of thirty days. 


ARTICLE V 


Goods entitled to entry under Article II hereof shall not 
be subject to Sections 11 and 12 of the Customs Amendment 
Act, 1921, of New Zealandt, unless previous notice has been 
given by the Government of New Zealand to the Government 
of Canada that importation of such goods would prejudicially 
or injuriously affect the producers or manufacturers of similar 
goods in New Zealand, and if, at the expiration of a period 
of thirty days from the date of such notice, remedial measures 
satisfactory to the Government of New Zealand are not put 
into effect by the Government of Canada, then the provisions of 
the said Sections 11 and 12 or either of them may be applied to 
such goods. 


At the option of the Government of New Zealand any impor- 
tation thus complained of, other than perishable goods, may be 
held in bond during the said period of thirty days. 


ArticLe VI 


Subject to the provisions of Articles IV and V hereof nothing 
in this Agreement shall affect the right of either party to this 
Agreement to impose any special duty or tax on goods imported 
into Canada or New Zealand, provided that, except where 
specially arranged between the Governments of Giselle and of 





* Section 6 relates to ‘‘ special or aouie ’’ duty on imported 
goods of a class or kind made or produced in Canada, which 
is leviable under the conditions set out in that Section.

H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner at Montreal reports 
that, according to a ruling of the Canadian Commissioner of 
Customs, linen canvas for clothing and linen collar canvas 
is dutiable under items 540 and 540 (a) of the Canadian 
Customs Tariff according to the condition in which they are 
imported. 


Dress linens are held to be properly subject to duty under 
Tariff Item 540 b.

1. Increased and substituted Rates of Import Duty.—On 
and after May 11, 1932, the following increased and sub- 
stituted Customs duties in respect of silk and artificial silk 
come into force in regard to the articles specified below, 
viz, : — 

(a) On imported yarns, tissues and other articles (not 
being articles of apparel) made wholly or partly of silk 
or artificial silk, a Customs duty equal to 10 per cent. of 
the value of the articles, in addition to the silk or 
artificial silk duties already chargeable.

(a) on every completely or partially manufactured 
apparatus for the transmission or reception or the 
transmission only or the reception only of mes- 
sages or other communications by wireless tele- 
graphy (including wireless telephony) and on 
every article which, in the opinion of the 
Revenue Commissioners, is substantially an 
assembly of component parts of any such appara- 
tus, an amount equal to 50 per cent. ad valorem,

Financial Resolution No. 16 imposes a Customs duty on 
packages imported into the Irish Free State containing food 
(other than fresh fruit), drink, cosmetics or medicinal pre- 
parations.

(ii) in any other case, one penny on every pound 
or fraction of a pound of the weight of the package,

(5) if such food, drink, cosmetic, or medicinal preparation 

is prescribed in the official import list to be entered 
on importation by measure, and the content of the 
package is under six pints, a duty of customs at

(ii) in any other case, one penny on every pint oF 
fraction of a pint of the contents of the package. 

(2) That where a package, but for this paragraph, would 
be chargeable with the duty mentioned in this Resolution 
contains any packages chargeable with the said duty, then, 
if the said duty is charged and paid on all the last-men- 
tioned packages, the said duty shall not be charged on the 
first-mentioned package. 

(3) That the duty mentioned in this Resolution shall not 
be charged or levied on any package which contains only 4 
bond fide trade sample or bond fide trade samples of any 
commodity and is consigned in the ordinary course of trade 
to a trader in such commodity and is not for sale.

IMPORT OF CUT FLOWERS RESTRICTED 

The ‘‘ Moniteur Belge ’’ of May 10 contains a Decree, 
dated May 2 and effective on May 12, which provides that 
alicence must be obtained from the Minister of Agriculture 
for the import of cut flowers into Belgium. 


CUBA 
CERTAIN CUSTOMS DUTIES INCREASED 


H.M. Representative at Havana has forwarded transla- 
tion of a recent Cuban Presidential Decree making various 
modifications in the Cuban Customs Tariff. The ‘‘ General 
Tariff’? duty on yeast is increased from 12 to 30 cts. per 
kilog.; that on iron furniture of all kinds from 4 pesos per 
100 kilogs. to 6 pesos per 100 kilogs., plus 20 per cent. ad 
valorem; and the duties on printed, etc., envelopes and on 
various poultry and cattle foods are also increased. Particu- 
lars of the new rates of duty may be obtained from the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, 8.W. 1.

DENMARK 


LAW GOVERNING THE SALE OF REMEDIES 
FOR PLANT DISEASES, ETC. 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Copen- 
hagen has forwarded translation of a Law, dated March 23, 
which lays down certain conditions governing the sale, com- 
position, description, etc., of all specifics for combating 
diseases, weeds or animals considered noxious to plants 
grown in agriculture, horticulture, or silviculture. The Law 
in question will not become operative until January 1 next.

FRANCE 
IMPORT OF POULTRY 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ of May 10 contains an 
Order, dated May 9, which provides, in connection with the 
quota of dead poultry allowed to be imported into France 
during the current quarter, for a special quota of 2,000 
quintals of young roasting chickens known as “ poulets 
quatre quarts.”’ 

This special quota will be divided between the importers 
who made application for licences before May 17. 


GREECE 
TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


Recent Decrees have introduced the following new items

IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 

The Bill empowering the Greek Ministries of National 
Economy and of Finance to prohibit or restrict imports, to 
increase duties, etc., and to restrict the importation of 
machinery (referred to on p. 533 of the “ B.T.J.’’ for 
April 14) has been passed into Law (Law No. 5426) under 
date of April 29. 

A Ministerial Decision has been published under this Law 
fixing the maximum quantities of specified goods which may 
be imported during the six months from May 15 to Novem- 
ber 15, 1932. These quotas will be allocated to importers 
through the medium of local (Greek) Chambers of Commerce. 
Special measures are laid down as regards the conditions 
under which larger quantities may be allowed to be 
imported. 

The six-monthly quota fixed for yarns, piece-goods, etc., 
of cotton or of wool are given below. Further particulars of 
the quotas and of the other provisions of the measures 
referred to above will be given in next week’s issue of the

HONDURAS 


IMPORT OF PHARMACEUTICAL 
SPECIALITIES 


H.M. Consul at Tegucigalpa reports that a Legislative 
Decree, effective on April 9, imposes certain measures of 
control on the importation and sale of pharmaceutical 
specialities in Honduras. 

Art. 7 of the Decree provides that all pharmaceutical 
specialities sold in the Republic must be registered with 
the Faculty of Medicine, a fee of 50 lempiras being charged 
for such registration. Honduranean Consuls have been in- 
structed to refrain from certifying invoices covering pro- 
ducts the sale of which has not been authorised by the 
Faculty. 


ITALY 


CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS (TREATY 
WITH AUSTRIA) 


As a result of an Exchange of Notes between Italy and 
Austria bringing provisionally into force, as from April 27, 
the Protocols signed at Rome on February 18, revising, in 
part, the Italo-Austrian Commercial Treaty of April 28, 
1923, the rates of duty levied on the under-mentioned goods 
on importation into Italy have been modified as follows,

Tariff No. 712 b: Peroxide of hydrogen, containing from 20 
to 40 volumes of oxygen—formerly 110 lire per 100 
kilogs., now 2-20 lire per volume of oxygen per 100 
kilogs. + 15 per cent. ad valorem.—The note which pro- 
vided that the duty on peroxide of hydrogen containing 
more than 40 volumes of oxygen was not to exceed 
183-50 lire per 100 kilogs. has been cancelled, hut the 
Italian Government have undertaken that the duty shall 
not, in any case, exceed 293-60 lire per 100 kilogs. 


IMPORT DUTY ON MOTOR CARS INCREASED 


H.M. Ambassador at Rome reports, by telegraph, that the 
Italian Customs duty on motor cars weighing up to 700 
kilogs. (ex Tariff No. 520) has been increased from 1,100 to 
1,470 lire per 100 kilogs. 


Notg.—A Customs surtax of 15 per cent. ad valorem is 
levied in addition to the above duties. 


NETHERLANDS 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS (CLOTHING AND 
WOOL CLOTHS) 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘* B.T.J.”’ of May 5 (pages 648-9), the Commercial 
Secretary to H.M. Legation at The Hague has now for- 
warded a translation of a specification of the goods which are 
subject to the restrictions and of goods which are exempt 
therefrom.

A Decree (No. 217) of December 26 last provided for the 
imposition of increased duties on a wide range of goods on 
importation into Panama with effect, generally, from 
April 1 (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of February 4, p. 171). H.M. 
Minister at Panama has now forwarded translation of two 
Decrees (Nos. 50 and 52) of March 23 and 31 modifying the 
Decree of December 26. 

In some cases the increased duties provided for have been 
cancelled and the former duties reinstated; and in others 
the increased duties have been reduced though still remain- 
ing above the former level. The goods affected include 
furniture, apparel, boots and shoes, various foodstuffs, 
stationery and printed matter, lotions and perfumes, and 
corrugated iron sheets. Particulars as to the rates of duty 
on any of the goods affected may be obtained from the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W. 1. 


MARKING OF CIGARETTES, ETC. 


A further Decree (No. 10) provides that the importation 
into the Republic of cigarettes and plug tobacco for smok- 
ing or chewing shall be prohibited unless the packets or 
packages in which such goods are packed, and in which they 
are retailed, bear the word ‘ Panama ”’ printed thereon im 
capital letters of a type easily legible and measuring not 
less than 12 points. Each cigarette and each plug of tobacco 
must bear upon it the word ‘‘ Panama ”’ printed on paper 
beneath or at the side of the trade mark. i 

Cigarettes and plug tobacco imported for consumption in 
the Canal Zone, and those brought to bonded warehouses, 
are exempted from the requirements. 


PORTUGAL 
TRADE IN FERTILISERS 


The ‘‘ Diario do Governo ”’ (Lisbon) for May 4 contains 4 
Decree (No. 21,204), of the same date, approving revised 
regulations regarding the importation, manufacture, pre 
paration and sale of fertilisers in Portugal. The text 0 
the regulations, which supersede those approved on Octo- 
ber 20 last (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of November 19, p. 656), may 
be seen by persons interested at the Department of Overseas 
Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W. 1. 

The regulations deal, inter alia, with the minimum per- 
centages of fertilising elements which various fertilisers 
must contain; the descriptions which must appear on labels, 
invoices, etc.; the methods of packing; and taking of 
samples and analysis.

The Board 
may issue licences to persons to import petroleum products 
of kinds specified in the licence and under such conditions,

THE NATION’S FOODS EXHIBITION

Historical interest and picturesqueness will be provided by 
the Old London Street, Cheapside, at the end of the six- 
tenth century, wherein the home exhibitors will be housed. 
The shops will be a reproduction of the old London shops 
and the attendants will be garbed in the distinctive dress 
of the shopkeepers and their apprentices of the period. 
There will also be competitions for visitors, with valuable 
prizes, each day. Admission to the Exhibition will be |s., 
including tax. 


OPORTO MOTOR SHOW 


H.M. Consul at Oporto reports that at the eighth Motor 
Shov, which opened at the Crystal Palace, Oporto, on 
April 16, although the number of makes of cars exhibited 
was considerably less than in the previous Show, held in 
June, 1929, it was gratifying to note that United Kingdom 
makes were much more in evidence than usual. It is to 
be regretted, however, that the same cannot be said of 
commercial vehicles; United Kingdom makes are rarely 
sen on this market. With an increasing demand, particu- 
larly for chassis for long distance buses, and the advantage 
in the rate of exchange over most competitors, the present 
ocasion would appear to be a good one for United Kingdom 
manufacturers to secure a foothold. 

Three well-known United Kingdom manufacturers had a 
good selection of cars on view in the centre of the main hall. 
In all six United Kingdom manufacturers were represented 
at the Show. The sides of the main hall were devoted to 
stands displaying tyres, accessories, lubricants, etc. In 
this connection notice might be made of the improvement 
in local manufacture of such accessories as bumpers, 
luggage grids, etc., one firm displaying a variety of these 
articles. No general catalogue of the Show was issued.
